2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: special technical 
features of group I include a structure having a first layer, a fourth layer and a plurality of 
electrical contacts formed within the first layer. In contrast the special technical features 
of group II includes a method of providing a first layer, providing a fourth layer and 
disposing a plurality of electrical contacts in a first grid within the first layer and routing 
the contacts. 
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3. If group I is elected, claims 1-1 5 are further subject to an election of specie for 
being drawn to more than one single disclosed specie defined as follow: These species 
are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
